The genus Erpeton, instituted by the Count de 
Cepede, consists at present of a single species, which 
is supposed to be a native of the Indian islands, and 
is remarkable for a pair of tentacula or elongated 
processes sitnated above the upper lip: these teuta- 
enla are covered with very minute seales, and are 
not retractile The animal measures abont two feet 
in length, and is not of a poisonous nature, the teeth, 
which are very small, resembling those of innoxions 
serpents. Of its particular habits or history nothing 
scems to be known. 

The specimen described by Cepede belonged to 
the Muscum of the Prince of Orange,
